iguana lengthened out to thirty feet, its 
bark spines changed to broad Unlike 
objects, we form some idea of the ap­ 
pearance of one of the sm all din >saurs. 
Stegosaurus ungulatus. one of the mo t 
uncanny and rem arkable creatures ever 
found. 
Ii is called the plated lizard, 


and the best skeleton w as found on the 
eastern flank of the R o ck y mountains. 
Some of the plates w ith which this a r­ 
mored lizard were protected were tw o 
or three feet in diam eter and Hie spines 
over tw o feet in length. From the fact 
that the bind limbs w ere the largest it 
is evident that this strange creature 
could lift itself tip and sit like a kiln 
ga roo. resting upon its powerful tail, 
which, with its enormous spines, must 
have been a terrible weapon.
